PROF, WORCESTER SAYS HE HAS BEEN 


MISQUOTED IN REGARD TO PHILIPPINES 


Again Gives Bis Opinion of Filipinos in General. their 


Good Qualities Outweigh Their Bad Ones. 
Un= 


fit at Present for Self Government 


"Washington, Jan. 27.—ProfPSSor Dean 


Worcester of the Philippine commission 
last night gave out the following state- j 
ment: "I have been great annoyed by 
misleading reports of remarks -which I 
have recently made in public concerning 
the inhabitants of the Philippine islands. 


"There are three very distinct races in 


the Philippine islands, and the races are 
again divided into numerous tribes, the 
total being no less than 84. These tribies 
vary in social development from the most 
abject savagery to a -Datively high de- 
gree of civilization. J,mong certain of 
the wild tribes such customs as head 
hunting, the sacrificing of human beings 
to heathen divinities, child marriage, 
polygamy, infanticide and slavery are 
to be found, although some of the wild 
tribes are very pacific and indulge in 
none of the objectionable practices above 
enumerated. 


"The remarks which I have made con- 


cerning one or two df the head-hunting 
tribes have been taken as applicable to 
the entire population, which is, of course, 
absurd. Furthermore, I note with regret 
that after my address before the Com- 
mercial club of Boston, in which I dis- 
cussed the pros and cons of the Tagalog* 
character, the undesirable characteris- 
tics which I mentioned were quite fully 
enumerated, but the good qualities which 
I was careful to discuss have been, en- 
tirely omitted. 


"In my book on the Philippines, as wefl 


as in a magazine article and in numerous 
public lectures and addresses, I have re- 
peatedly expressed aiy opinion of the 
civilized native, and I wish now to re- 
peat that while I consider him quite un- 
fit to establish and maintain an inde- 
pendent national government at the 
present tune, I nevertheless believe that' 
his good qualities far outweigh his bad 
ones, and I have great hope for his fu- 
ture."

Opinion Freely Expressed in London That Lady- 


smith is Doomed. Warren Was Probably 


Forced to Withdraw by the Hot Shell- 


ing. Boers Are Feeling Confident 


Ixmdon, Jan. 27.—The opinion)is freely 


expressed throughput Ixmdon that Gen- 
eral Butter's movement has failed and 
that Ladysmith is doomed. 


The dispatch sent by General Fuller 


yesterday announcing the abandonment 
of Spion Hop was perhaps the saddest 
message of the Vfef. 
It read simply: 


"General Warren's garrison, I am sorry 


to pay, I find this morning had in the 
night abandoned Spion Kop." 


Seven, days- of fighting have left the 


main Boer positions intact and General 
Buller's army 706 men weaker, according 
to the 
official casualty lists, which 


seemingly do not include the Spion Kop 
losses, as those lasti forwarded do not 
mention General Woodgate's wounding. 


England is possessed by a depressing 


•ense of failure, although not a word in 
criticism of her,generals and soldiers is 
uttered. Not much effort is' made to 
place a happy construction upon General 
Buller's words telling of the retirement 
from Spion Kop, and there is an uneasy 
impression abroad tfeat worse news is 
yet to come. 


At one of the military clubs last night 


the statement passed from one member 
to another that the war office had re- 
ceived an unpleasant supplementary dis- 
patch from General Buller, which was 
being held up for 12 hours. 


The works held by "Warren Wednesday 


v.-e-re swept by the Boer artillery, a 
correspondent stating that he saw 13 
shells burst in one re-entrant during the 
half hour he spent there, and it seems 
probable that, being without means to 
reply to this shelling. Warren 
was 


forced to withdraw, rather than that he 
was turned out by direct assault. 


Despatches from Ladysmith indicate i 


that at no time have the Boers lost con- j 
fidence in their ability to check the ad- j 
vance of the relieving column, sinoe, in- • 
stead, of removing grins from their stege | 
works, either for retreat or to oppose j 
Puller, the Boerg have actually mounted j 
new guns against the town, while Buller , 
was thundering at the Boer works to | 
the southwest. 


If the dislodgment of Warren means 


that Buller has been brought to a full 
stop, the situation in Natal from a 
British standpoint is faet becoming 
desperate. 
That Ladysmith should be 


reduced to the uttermost limit of human 
enduraa-_.» and forced to surrender be- 
cause rf_' i'ck of food and ammunition, 
•while a il.rUish army of 40,000 men Hea 
lor nuntSv within sound of her guns, un- 
able to raiso the siege, would be labelled 
a burning disgrace to the British arms. 
That White should be forced even to the 
verge of surrender is certainly a bitter 
pill for England to swallov,*. 


And yet that is the situation with 


which Great Britain is face to face. How 
near to the limit of their resources in 
men and supplies the Boers may be,-is 
not known. 
They have been severely 


taxed, but predictions that s. sharp blow 
that would break through the- Boer line 
would crush the whole Boer fabric like 
an eggshell have thus far signally failed. 
because no British general has suc- 
ceeded in delivering such a blow, and 
there is no evidence beyond camp rumor 
that the allies are not as determined in 
their purpose to fight to a finish as at 
the outbreak of the war.

Woolen Manufactures 


The latest news from South Africa is

Strange Request! Made of Member* 


at the Lower Honee—Mr». BtcKln- 
ley's Exceeding; Poadnem For Chil- 
dren—Pro-Boer Sentiment in High 
Places—Lo»t In the Capitol. 
The reading room for newspapers and 


periodicals in the library of congress 
was opened to the public recently, un- 
der the direction of Superintendent A. 
B. Slawson, -writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Times. 
It is said to be the largest newspaper 
reading room In the world. Five hun- 
dred American daily newspapers and 
100 foreign papers, mostly dailies, have 
been subscribed for. The files are be- 
ing arranged alphabetically by states 
and countries, for the benefit of visit- 
ors from different parts of the United 
States and from other countries, so 
that they can find their home papers 
without 
difficulty. 
Heretofore 
the 


newspapers were not open to the pub- 
lic and bad to be called for and sent 
out like books.

AGUINALDO'S DEFENSE 


The Springfield 
Republican 
has 


printed nine and a half columns of a 
defense of Aguinaldo written by Aguin- 
aldo himself at Tarlack before he was 
required to leave that place to escape 
American troops. The article- intends 
to prove that Aguinaldo had an un- 
derstanding with Americans that the 
Philippines should be declared inde- 
pendent, that the Americans were the 
aggressors in the outbreak of hostili- 
ties and that to the falsity of the 
Americans is due the Philippine in- 
surrection and the present political 
status of the archipelago. 


Regarding the alleged understanding 


for Philippine independence; Aguinaldo 
holds that Admiral Dewey, General 
Merritt, General Anderson, General 
Otis and Consuls P^-att and Wildman 
basely deceived him. His statement is 
that all of these officers ai.d officials, 
in one way or another, assured him of 
Philippine independence and conrptred 
against it To make good his ease in 
this respect he wants the American 
people to believe that all these men 
practiced toward him the basest de- 
ception. He admits he has no docu- 
mentary evidence. He asks the world 
to take his single word or it, his word 
alone, for he also says that he alone of 
all his people knew of the promise and 
that he kept it a secret at the request 
of the Americans from all his associa- 
es. He asks too much. It would be a 
strange thing indeed if Aguinaldo- had 
been given the assurances he says he 
was, and by the men he says he was, 
and no proving of them be possib'e, not 
even his confiding them at or near the 
time they were given him, to one of his 
associates in arms. 


Concerning the outbreak of hostili- 


ties, the reader of Aguinaldo's article 
will note that Aguinaldo himself de- 
clares that he was ready and inclined 
to strike long before the first blow was 
struck. 
This is his own admission, 


and in face of it it will be difficult for 
Aguinaldo to make any people believe 
that he was as innocent of the first" 
clash as he wants to appear. 


Besides these two points there is not 


much In his article of more than pass- 
ing interest to the American reader. 
He admits his being bought out by 
Spain when he was in arms against 
her authority and admits that he fled 
when one of his companions in the deal 
began suit in China to recover from 
him his share in the purchase money. 
His mitigating circumstance in this af- 
fair 
is 
his statement 
that 
the 


money has to be used to but the neces- 
saries for another revolution- But it 
is e-asily gathered from his article that 
the motive for a second 
revolution 


would have been Spain's failure to pay 
him the full amount of the excessive 
sum she pledged him. 


Aguinaldo's article is very contra- 


dictory in many of its meanings. 
In 


his haste to assign dark and selfish 
motives to the Americans he "assigns 
inconsistent motives for the same act 
which make his arguments 
absurd. 


But the main point of the thing is that 
he and he alone has the knowledge of 
the gross American deception he al- 
leges. 


Aguinaldo is a knave or a good many 


distinguished Americans are knaves, 
and we prefer to believe the former.

Charles Simmer 


It has been said of Charles Francis 


Adams, that "his career in England 
from 1S61 to 1S68, must be cited among 
the foremost triumphs of American di- 
plomacy." It is upon this part of his 
life that the great diplomat's sen has 
thrown new and interesting light in 
his "Charles Francis Adams," which

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. As a public 
schoolboy in England in 1809, Charles 
Francis Adams had often, 
with his 


fists, to defend his country, then hated 
by the English as never before or 
since; and as minister to the court of 
St. b'ames, 50 years later, when polite 
society and the governing classes were 
openly hostile to the United States, he 
had to use his tongue and pen with 
more power than he had ever used his 
fists. He had to* handle and dispose of 
the difficult questions arising1 from 
the capture of the Confederate com- 
missioners, Mason and Slidell, the neg- 
ligence of Lord Palmerston's govern- 
ment in allowing the Alabama 
and 


other Confederate cruisers to sail from 
British ports to prey upon American 
commerce, and the ever manifest de- 
sire of Napoleon III to persuade Great 
Britain to join him in an acknowledge- 
ment of the independence of the Con- 
federacy. It is of this period and these 
matters and of his father's connection 
with them as custodian, not only of 
his country's interests but of her very 
safety, that thes on has -oreoared a 
most interesting and valuable account. 
It is an "inside view" of affairs as they 
were at the British court and capital, 
and shows in new aspects the dogged 
determination and frankness of Ad- 
ams, diplomatic tools which, later, Bls- 
rriarck also used. Telling- the truth, 
issuing ultimatums and sticking to 
them were as effective in diplomacy 
then as they are now! 


It is peculiarly appropriate that the

COMFORTS FOR CAPE NOME. 


Noted Mining Camp "Will Be Up to 


Date In Modem Appliances. 


The new mining camp of Cape Nome, 


under the arctic circle, will start the 
spring with the appliances of civiliza- 
tion and 1fhe most modern mining ap- 
paratus. It will have a telephone sys- 
tem, electric light and electric mining 
machinery, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. Articles of incorporation of the 
Cape Nome Electric Light and Tele- 
phone company were filed the other 
day in San Francisco. 
The incor- 


porators rfre residents of Nome City 
and local capitalists. 


Charles S. Rosener, one of the num- 


ber and an attorney of Nome, said: 
"Capital, especially New York and 
English capital, is invested heavily In 
Alaska, and . considerable San Fran- 
cisco money will go up in the spring.1 
Our company will erect at Nome City 
a modern electrical plant, with suffi- 
cient capacity to supply the town with 
lights and the Beacli and Tundra lands 
with electric power. 


"We shall also install at Nome a tele- 


phone system and connect the town by 
telephone with the adjacent mines and 
with Port Clarence, Cape York, Port 
Safety, Council City, Golovy Bay and 
St, Michael's." 


Rosener predicts an Immense rush to 


ithe goldfields not only from the west 
'and the eastern coast, but from all 
ipoints in southeastern Alaska and on 
'the Yukon river, estimating the popu- 
lation of Nome City nest summer at 
140,000.

Did you ever eat a. salt fish dinner? 


I! not you have missed one of the good 
things of life and should neglect your 
opportunity no longer than is necessary 
to have one prepared foiOthe family ta- 
ble. Before we talk of its cooking, how- 
ever, let us dispose of some of the pre- 
liminaries. 


In the flrst place we must have a salt 


codfish, not several sections of so-called 
boneless cod that may be pollock, hut a 
nice, plump, whole codfish that has been 
well and properly cured. Insist on that 
kind of a basis for your dinner and ac- 
cept no other. A salt fish dinner is a 
cheap one, and we may well insist on 
the best ingredients to aid in its prepara- 
tion. 


Having got your whole fish put it to 


eoak in cold water over night; in the 
morning wash it clean and cut off the 
fins and tail. We want to cook the fish 
whole, and if you have not got a fish 
kettle place it in a large milk pan, part- 
ly filled with water. 
Cover the pan 


closely and set over a kettle of hot wa- 
ter. It will cook very slowly in this way, 
Bay five or six hours, according to the size 
of the fish, but It will be done properly 
when ready for the table. 


As we cooked the fish whole, so we 


should serve it, placing it on a hot plat- 
ter. 
Indeed, one of the essentials of a 


good salt fish dinner is to have every- 
thing hot, not only the fish and vegeta- 
bles, but plates and dishes as well. The 
fllsh on which your flsh is served must 
be an ample one, and around the fish 
you will place a garnish of nicely sliced 
beets and carrots. 


With the fish you will serve pork 


scraps and egg sauce and boiled pota- 
toes. The pork should be cut Into dice 
and fried a rich brown. 


To make the egg sauce take two eggs 


that have been boiled ten minutes, re- 
move the shell and cut into little pieces, 
placing them in the sauce dish. Blend 
a piece of butter the size of an egg with 
a tablespoonful cf flour, and when the 
fish is ready to serve pour over a coffee 
cup of 'boiling water, stir and pour into 
the .sauce dish with the egg and stir 
again. If the sauce is too thick add still 
more boiling water. 


If you follow the above directions 


carefully and bring everything- to the 
table steaming hot you will have a. din- 
ner fit for a king. 


The fish that is left from dinner should 


never be thrown away, as it is just what 
you need to make fishballs or fish hash 
for the next morning's breakfast. In- 
deed, salt fish when cooked and honed 
will keep for a week, and may be used 
whenever it suits your fancy. 


When you have not time to cook a salt 


f.sh for dinner and desire an emergency 
dish try salt fish in cream prepared as 
follows: Shred a cupful of salt cod, or 
if you prefer use the prepared article, 
place it in a stewpan over the fire in cold 
water to cover, and let it come to a boil 
for a couple of minutes; pour off the 
water, add to the fish one pint of sweet 
milk, and when this boils thicken with 
flour wet with milk, let it boil four or 
five minutes, being careful it does not 
scorch, and serve in a hot deep dish. 
Serve pickled beets with this dish and 
boiled potatoes. I have often relished a 
breakfast from a bit of broiled salt cod. 
Select a cut from the thick part of the 
fish, remove the skin, broil carefully on 
both sides, plunge into boiling water, 
then place on a hot plate, pour over some 
drawn butter and serve quickly. Try it 
some morning with creamed potatoes 
and corn bread. 


A nice way to dispose of some of the 


fish left from your salt fish dinner will 
be in salt fish croquttes. They are nice 
made as follows: Chop fine a cupful of 
the fish and add to it twice the quantity 
of boiled potato, well mashed and sea- 
soned, and one well beaten egg. Make 
into croquettes, dip In egg, roll in crack- 
er crumbs and fry a golden brown in 
deep fat. The more butter and cream 
you use in your mashed potato the richer 
the croquettes will be. 


DIET IN DISEASE.

So far in these papers reference has 


been made chiefly to diet for healthy 
children. The mother who has none others 
will probably hardly appreciate the crav- 
ing that nils the soul of the woman who 
has a delicate child to know what will 
agree with her baby,— or even not disa- 
gree with him. She can stand with tol- 
erable patience the struggle to discover 
something he can take during the first 
months of his life, if for any reason she 
has been unable to nurse him herself. 
She can even undergo the long agony of 
seeing one highly recommended article 
after another fail to suit his poor little 
stomach, and can cheer herself up 
through the first six months with the 
helpful assurance bestowed upon her by 
numberless kind old ladies that colics 
end with the first halt year. 
* 


But when that apparently intermina- 


ble period is over,— and no one but a 
mother who has had a fragile infant 
can guess how long it seems,— and the 
poor baby defies precedent and contin- 
ues to have stomach aches, the mother's 
endurance is sorely taxed. It is no won- 
der that she becomes nervously anxious 
about the little creature's food, and that 
even when she has fought through the 
sickly babyhood years into a delicate 
childhood, the chief end of her 
life 


should be the selection of a diet that 
will suit him. 


It is almost impossible to give positive 


instructions with regard to the bill of 
fare of a sick baby. So much depends 
upon the form his weakness talces. Con- 
stipation demands one kind of treat- 
ment, lax bowels another. Untold harm 
is done by the readiness of the mother 
to try remedies or palliatives suggested 
by other matrons. It is no wonder that 
an inexperienced and anxious parent 
grasps eagerly at any advice that may 
help her darling, and such advice is al- 
ways given with an air of convic- 
tion that carries weight. A high degree 
of moral courage is required to with- 
stand the tempation to give the baby, — 
who is suffering and plainly requires a 
change of some sort, — the article of food 
that another mother of wider experience 
confidently asserts is the one thing he 
needs to bring him into a flourishing 
condition. Sometimes the article sug- 
gested would be of benefit to the child, 
but it is risky to try experiments with- 
out the endorsement of the family phy-

RECENT INVENTIONS. 


For drawing straight lines neatly and

be needed. 


The news of this appointment caused 


much interest in the city when it be- 
came known, and has been much dis- 
cussed today. There have been many 
rumors afloat in regard to the probable 
filling of the office, but few expected 
just this change. 


Commissioner Temple, who has the 


matter of the appointment, was- asked 
this morning what reasons he had for 
making the change, and said that in 
view of the sewer work to be done this 
year, especially the putting of a sewer 
under the river should the council de- 
cide to have this done, it was thought 
best to have a man with as much prac- 
tical experience as possible. Of Mr. 
Marsh's ability and experience there is 
no doubt. He has been superintendent 
of water works and has had charge of 
a great deal of work for North Adams 
in times past 


The removal of Mr. Owens, however, 


was something of a surprise, in spite of 
the many rumors, as he has, according 
to public opinion, done good •work on 
the streets during the past year. 


It has been public knowledge that 


Commissioner Temple and 
Superin- 


tendent Owens were not in close har- 
mony in the affairs of the department, 
and it was assumed that this had in

Mayor Chapin of Holyoke. ag chair- 


man o the committee appointed at 
the Worcester convention, has sent out 
a petition, to be presented to the senate 
and the house of representatives, ask- 
ing that the present street railway 
excise law of 1898 be repealed, and that 
the law which was in force at the time 
the new law was made, be put in force 
agaJn.

clared in full force."

'No provision was 
made in the bed for storing of the mat- 
tress, pillows and bedclothes, as is 
common in the folding bed of today; 
ttlso, unlike the modern Contrivance, 
which when folded resembles a bureau, 
chiffonier or other similar piece of fur- 
niture, the folding bed patented by 
Johnston, made no pretense of looking 
like any thing, other than just what it 
was. 


A company manufactured the John- 


Bton patent, and it had quite a vogue in 
Its day. Little by little Improvements 
were made on the bed, and within the 
past score of years the piece of furni- 
ture known today was evolved, and 
there are several hundreds of varieties 
patented.—New lork Sun.

great forces for advance in the coun- 
try, and closed with a walcome to 
all the guests. 


Miss Arnold sanT "Within a mile o' 


Edinboro toon" very pleasingly, and 
was heartily applauded to an encore. 
Thomas Henderson of New York city 
sang two little songs, "A rose 'fable" 
and "Could I" in a way that called for 
hearty applause, and for an 
encore 


sang "My heart's in the highlands." 
Mr. Henderson has a pleasing voice, 
and added much to the enjoyment of 
the musical program 


C. W. Dennett was called on for the 


address of the evening on "Robert 
Burns." 
After a short 
introduction 


Mr. Dennett read a paper on the poet's 
work analyzing his life and work to 
show the reason for the great influence 
he has had on the English speaking 
people of the world. It is notable that 
in this year, when so many great af- 
fairs aro occupying the attention of 
all the nations of the world, that in 
this city, the busiest in the country, 
so many have turned aside to do hcnor 
to the memory and to celebrate the 
birth of a peasa.nt who entered the 
•world 141 years ago, lived in poverty 
and died 27 years later. What 
was 


there in this man to so live through 
the centuries and to compel our rever- 
ence at this time. In the first place 
he was a true poet. The critics dis- 
covered this in time, and recognized 
him as such. But long 
before 
the 


critics the 
common 
people 
had 


teamed .to know his genius. But the 
possession of the genius of a poet does 
not always make a man universally 
lovsd as is Burns. The honor paid 
him is because of the simplicity in his 
strength. No one ever heard 
of a 


Burns society to study his works and 
try to learn the meaning of what ho 
wrote. He sang of the simple things 
or life and glorified them. An honest 
man was his king and tils palace was 
a peasant's heart. 


Another and larger reason for his in- 


fluence was that he stood for the new 
thought that at the time of his birth 
was just beginning to break away 
from funnalisni in the social religious 
nrx'1 i.olitir-al world. This 
was 
tho 


skirmish luie of modern democracv, 
end it w:is Burns' fortune to take it at 
its flood. Had he been the poet of the 
old and 
conservative 
thought, 
his 


voice would have grown weaker and 
weaker until hn would bo lost to all 
but those who read him and knew 
him for art's sake. 


In tho third place ho was a patriot, 


lie was not English; he was Scotch. 
And because ho was proud of his na- 
tion and of his people Scotland was 
not large enough to contain his fame. 
We honor him tonight because he 
linked his lit* with the better and 
hUfhiM- destinies of the human race.

trict, had left the institution, and that 
there might have to be another ap- 
pointment. 
Yesterday, however, Mr. 


Gehle received from Washington a re- 
appointment from Congressman Law- 
rence.

did not enter until fall. He was one of 
the youngest men in the class, and he 
was but four points below the standard 
required in the test in mathematics, 
this being the only thing in which he 
failed. 
He will pass the winter and 


spring in faithful study, especially in 
mathematics.
